Dear Outlooks readers: 


Thank you for your many responses to 
my September letter on gays and the 
Canadian Alliance. Of the four media outlets 
that printed variations of the piece, Outlooks 
readers seemed to have been the most 
offended by it. Judging from the negative 
response I received in this particular forum, I 
have decided that I should respond to your 
letters. 

The reason I wrote the letter was to 
point out the hypocrisy that exists on both 
the Christian and gay sides of the gay rights 
debate. I believe I have succeeded in doing 
so. The inflammatory words used and 
generalizations made about gays by 
Christians have been met by equally 
immature and inflammatory rhetoric by 
members of the gay community. Gays 
relating Mr. Day to Hitler is much like 
Christians equating gays with child 
molesters. It appears that both sides need to 
mature and learn to debate respectfully in 
order to create bridges rather than divisions. 
Judging from the responses that I received, 
some readers are not prepared to do so. 

One reader suggested that, for my 
support of the Alliance, I deserved a “serious 
ass kicking.” The last time I checked, 
inciting violence was against the law. I don’t 
ever remember Mr. Day advocating or 
threatening the beating of his opponents into 
submission. This reader also implies that 
they believe people should not kill 
abortionists to stop abortion, yet suggests 
that beating me up in an attempt to silence 
me and get their way is okay. Now that’s 
hypocrisy! 

Some readers suggested that a CA 
government would push gays back into the 
closet. I don’t agree. If you go back in the 
closet, that is your choice—and no party or 


© person can make you do so. We, as gays, 


“teed to take control and realize that if we feel 
Oppressed, it is up to us to put a stop to that 
‘feeling. I don’t often feel oppressed, but 
en I do, I take action to deal with it. I 
ize that, more often than not, I am not 
ig oppressed; rather, it is my reaction to 
pmething that is oppressing me. I am not 
g that gays cannot be oppressed, I just 
to point out that it is a gross 
sgeration to imply that a CA government 
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would force gays back into the closet. We 
are the only ones who can put us back into 
the closet. 

Do some readers honestly fear that an 
Alliance government would want to go to 
polls, defending their use of the 
“notwithstanding clause,” (s. 33) to deny 
rights to gays? No party in Canada could 
win an election based on that platform. The 
CA knows that, which is why a CA 
government would never invoke s. 33. The 
bottom line is that Mr. Day is a democrat. If 
he speaks out in support of s. 33, it is in 
response to his constituents’ wishes, not 
imposing his views on other people. Should 
only those MPs whose constituents hold 
politically comfortable views be able to 
speak out? Democracy is about debate, 
something to which the CA is committed, 
something to which the Liberals (and their 
strict party discipline) are not. 

To those readers who criticized my 
mental capacities, I would like them to know 
that I am on the Dean’s list at the University 
of Calgary and have a grade point average 
that equals ninety-eight percent. I have also 
won several awards for public service, 
leadership and for creating a plan to improve 
the living standards of Canadians. For those 
who dismissed my position by implying that 
only someone with internalized homophobia 
could support the CA, I point out that I have 
been on the executive of the Gay and 
Lesbian Association of Staff and Students 
(GLASS) at the U of C for three years now. 
By expressing my opinions in the Report 
magazine, The Calgary Herald, Swerve, and 
Outlooks and having them debated on the 
nationally broadcast Rutherford Show, I 
comfortably “‘outed’’ myself to my dance 
students, their families, some “redneck” 
family members, Calgarians, Albertans, 
Winnipeggers and Canadians. I am not a 
closeted, homo-hating fag. I am an out, 
educated and personable man who is 
comfortable being gay and working to build 
bridges with other groups to advance gay 
rights. 

I hope that my letter has made gays 
more aware of the role they can play in 
politics, and I trust that they will examine the 
policies of political parties they support. I 
hope all of us talk to the candidates in our 
ridings during the upcoming election 
regarding gay rights, instead of relying solely 
on the news media. You’d be surprised how 
party candidates respond to your questions 
when you ask them in person. I hope I have 
exposed the hypocrisy that surrounds the 
reaction of gays to the political right and vice 
versa. No one should ever be publicly and 
personally degraded or threatened for their 
beliefs, and I hope that this is something gays 
take to heart and apply to all people equally.

I want to take this opportunity to speak directly to the gay and lesbian 
community, not only in Hollywood, but also throughout the country. While 
I express my opinions from the perspective of an Orthodox Jew and a 
staunch defender of the traditional family, in talking about gays and 
lesbians, some of my words were poorly chosen. Many people perceive 
them as hate speech. This fact has been personally and professionally 
devastating to me as well as to many others. Ugly words have been 
relentlessly repeated and distorted for far too long. 

As one of the first radio talk show hosts to take on-air calls from 
openly gay and lesbian listeners, many of whom were in conflict with their 
families, my views have been constant throughout the years. Families 
must reach out to one another and stay connected. To the teenager I have 
said, "tell your parents" and to Mom and Dad I have said, “embrace and 
understand your child." I have told parents consistently that all people are 
made in the image of God and that familial love is more important than 


any differences between them . 


On the Day of Atonement, Jews are commanded to seek forgiveness 
from people we have hurt. I deeply regret the hurt that this situation has 
caused the gay and lesbian community.

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Be careful what you voie for

The speculation is over. Uncle Jean has 
decided to seek his place in the history books 
by being the first Prime Minister of Canada to 
win three back-to-back elections (Sir Wilfred 
Laurier won three elections in a row, and 
Mackenzie King achieved three consecutive 
majorities) by the same leader, the same party 


and the same do-nothing-much approach to 
government. Only three-and-a-half years 
into his mandate the polls are telling Chretien 
that he and his Liberal cohorts could win 
again. Apart from making history, this may 
be good and bad for the majority of 
Canadians—especially the gay and lesbian 
population. Chretien is not known for 
exciting initiatives or bold new policies, but 
he and his government have given us more 
equality than any other since Trudeau, as 
justice minister, decriminalized 
homosexuality in the late ‘60s. But this 
liberal government has a reputation for not 
keeping their promises—remember the last 
election with the red book promise to scrap 
the hated GST if the Liberals were elected? 
Well, guest what? After taxing Canadians 
into the poorhouse for three-and-a-half years 
now, the biggest election issue is likely going 
to be the question of how to spend, spend, 
spend a multi-billion dollar surplus. Not bad 
for a humane, governing party. 

Having said this, then what are the 
options? Scarier than Hallowe’en just passed 
is the thought of Stockwell Day and the 
official opposition graduating beyond 
anything other than being just that. The

and overturn the Supreme Court of Canada’s 
decision in the Delwin Vriend case. Thank 
goodness Day wasn’t the premier of Alberta 
at that time. That’s about enough said of the 
Westerner who is aspiring to woo the voters 
of Eastern Canada into believing he’s really a 
moderate in disguise. Hopefully, they’ll see 
right through his campaign costume because, 
as we all know, governments are usually 
elected in Canada by voters in Ontario and 
Quebec.

First, 
it’s important to remember that the gay and 
lesbian community represents about 3 million 
voters from coast to coast. This is enough to 
elect or defeat any party if every single one of 
us eligible to vote were to actually cast our 
ballot. What power that would be—and what 
kind of government would we have? 

Second, the best way to make your 
choice is to question your local candidates. 
Make sure you ask each one where they stand 
on gay issues as well as other concems you 
may have. If enough of us ask the questions, 


we can be sure candidates will become 
aware of the potential votes we carry. If we 
are heard asking questions during the 
campaign, we can have an impact on 
whichever party wins. Third, you must vote 
in order to be heard and, again, if we all took 
the time to vote, it would probably be the 
largest voter tumout in Canadian history. 
Maybe we could stand alongside Jean 
Chretien with our own place in the history 
books. Except, of course, we would remain a 
faceless minority who played a role in 
electing anew government. 

Have some fun seeking out your choice, 
but take it seriously when you realize the next 
government, the next four years and your 
own..,future depend on this election’s 
outcome. If you don’t vote, then don’t 
complain about your national government, 
but if you do vote, choose wisely. Make sure 
your decisions demonstrate the fact that 
we're out, loud and proud. With the impact 
we’ve had on Dr. Laura’s TV show recently, 
it’s important to remember that, when we 
make our feelings knowns as a community, 
we can achieve results.

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The music of politics

Can politics and music co-exist? 
That might seem like a naive question, 
given the success of such pop performers 
as Rage Against the Machine and Bruce 
Cockburn. But in a period where popular 
music seems more controlled than ever by 
the interests that distribute it—and by 
multi-national radio stations that play the 
same six songs over and over again—you 
have to excuse the average listener for 
being cynical when any performer comes 
along professing to have a political 
agenda or social cause. 

The left, in particular, seems a bit 
ragged and depressed these days—U2’s 
music has all the radicalness of a bake 
sale. And most of what seems to pass for 
popular “political music” in the early 
days of the 21st century is nothing short 
of Nazi crap (anti-queer, anti-woman) 
from the likes of Eminem and The 
Offspring. 

Today, with music and art, like 
everything else in Western society so 
inextricably tied to making a buck, there’s 
not a whole lot of room for dissent, But 
Milton Schlosser—an Albertan pianist 
and professor of music at Augustana 
College in Camrose—discovered in the 
music of an American composer Frederic 
Rzewski the ability to challenge some of 
the attitudes and politics held sacred in 
Alberta. As an instructor at a Christian 
college (Augustana is the former 
Camrose Lutheran College) and a former 
student of queer theory at the University 
of Alberta, Schlosser could identify in 
Rzewski’s work a potential union 
between musical expression and political 
desire. 

Recently, Schlosser recorded a 
complete CD of the composer’s pieces 
(Frederic Rzewskis De Profundis and 
North American Ballads, reviewed in last 
month’s issue of this paper). Outlooks sat 
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discuss the 
to perform 


down with Schlosser to 
reasons why he chose 
Rzewski’s work, how he felt the CD 
would be received as a political 
document, and the connections between 
gay politics and music in general. 

Outlooks: Tell me about the CD and 
how you came to record it. 

Schlosser: Well, the CD is of two 
works by this American composer 
Frederic Rzewski—my interest in him 
came out of my doctoral studies at the 
University of Alberta. I received my 
doctorate in 1995 in piano performance, 
but as part of that I had to do a series of 
recitals. In one of my recitals I performed 
an hour-long work of Rzewski’s called 
The People United Will Never Be 
Defeated. What was intriguing about this 
work is that it’s based on a Chilean 
protest song from the 1970s, during the 
military coup that toppled Allende’s 
government. My supervisor, Stephane 
Lemelin, pointed out that Mr. Rzewski 
had written another work, which was 
based on Oscar Wilde’s experiences in 
prison, to a letter he wrote from prison 
that people know as De Profundis. Of 
course for me, this was of immediate 
attraction because I, in the early part of 
the 1990s, was just coming out. The 
words of Wilde also deal with role of the 
artist in society. Rzewski is a virtuoso 
pianist, a socialist and he combines all the 
artistry you would expect of a classical 
composer. But then he’s not afraid to 
draw on social issues. You know, in the 
1990s in Alberta there were a variety of 
social issues that were creating 
controversy—everything from Delwin 
Vriend being fired from Kings, to the 
eugenics cases. And the government in 
both of those were threatening to invoke 
the “notwithstanding clause.” So, for me, 
it was a very volatile period, both 
personally and politically, and these 
works of Rzewski seemed to incorporate 
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not only my training as a classical pianist, 
but also tie in with social issues. 

Outlooks: 1 thought he was a 
European composer—but he’s not. Was 
he born in America, or did he immigrate 
there? 

Schlosser: He was born in 
Massachusetts, and grew up there. He’s 
lived in Europe for the last thirty years. 
And a lot of that is due to the fact that his 
politics don’t quite line up with American 
politics. When I visited him in 1999—I 
got a grant from the Alberta Foundation 
for the Arts to go—it was just when the 
Chinese embassy in Belgrade had been 
bombed. So it was a fascinating time to 
be with him. I was there to hear his 
distrust of NATO’s bombings of 
Yugoslavia—its motives and seeming 
imprecision. I write in my album liner 
notes how Rzewski’s first piano teacher 
was a Marxist. The piano teacher would 
relate things in music—such as how 
precise you need to be in terms of loud 
and soft—to the bombings that were 
going on in Korea at the time. Mr. 
Rzewski, basically, because of the 
politics, left the States. He’s also very 
critical of European governments— 
particularly ones that call themselves 
‘left’. But we have those criticisms of 
Canada, too, about the left. 

Outlooks: You talk about Rzewski’s 
interest in popular and folk idioms. Is 
this the same sort of interest Brecht 
would have had? Brecht looked at folk 
traditions as a means of resistance to 
certain commercial notions of art. Is this 
where Rzewski’s interest in folk culture is~ 
coming from? 

Schlosser: I think his interests are 
very eclectic. He wants to hear the stories 
of different cultures and in hearing how 
the oppressed survive. He naturally 
gravitates towards folk culture because a 
place like Latin America is where a lot of 
resistance to dictatorships and corporate 
power resides. A lot of those struggles— 
in El Salvador and other countries—come 
from a grassroots base. Music and story 
and history and dance come together in 
interesting ways. He has one piece for 
voice and piano, entitled Apolitical 
Intellectuals, that is from a Guatemalan 
poet. If I remember correctly, the text of 
the poem asks “Where were you

academics when people were being 
killed?” And, indeed, his criticism would 
be that, even though we talk about 
academic freedom, many intellectuals in 
North America choose silence in difficult 
situations. 

Outlooks: How does his work fit with 
other experimental composers—like 
Stockhausen or Cage? Is it atonal? 

Schlosser: I think what attracted me 
to the music is that it actually 
incorporates a variety of traditions. My 
interests are very postmodern. I enjoy a 
variety of sounds—everything from 
country to jazz to pop to classical to 
atonal. And his music presents a wide 
array of those. At times De Profundis 
sounds like a cabaret work. As if I am 
sitting at a piano bar talking. It sounds 
very much like some of the music that 
came out of the twenties in Berlin. There 
are moments of dissonance, as well—in 
this work there’s not a lot of atonality. 
It’s mostly tonally based, which makes it 
quite accessible. But what’s funny is that 
even when his music is highly dissonant, 
he always draws in popular culture, so at 
one moment when he’s talking about 
Wilde, suddenly you hear London Bridge 
is Falling Down, just a little of it. So I 
think that’s what’s engaging for me, and 
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also for the people for whom I perform 
his works. I asked him “How do you 
describe your style?” He just refused to 
answer. He asked me how I would 
describe it, and I used the word eclectic. 
And he—well, it was like interviewing 
Pierre Trudeau. He refuses to categorize. 

Outlooks: How is his music received 
in Europe? 

Schlosser: I think it’s received with 
greater appreciation in Europe. There’s 
more of a tradition of left art, so to speak, 
of art that is socially based and overtly 
critical. North American art—and 
Canadian art in particular—tends to be 
quite ‘polite’. And, of course, I’m 
speaking from one of the arts that is 
especially polite, classical music, where 
we dress almost like priests, where we 
shed personalities. The courses that I 
teach at Augustana around music, 
drawing on feminist and queer theory, 
investigate this whole notion of how 
classical musicians tend to shed their 
personalities. And at times we can be the 
most conservative of the arts—sometimes 
for very good reasons. We tend to have 
patrons, such as the Winspears, [who 
helped set up the Reform Party], so you 
always have to be circumspect in terms of 
-your politics. 

Outlooks: Let’s move on to you, 
then, and away from Rzewski. You just 
raised the issue of queer theory, and I 


wanted to ask you about that. How does 
queer theory—political theorists like 
Foucault or Jonathan Dollimore—affect 
the actual performance of music? It’s 
nice to use queer theory in the classroom, 
but what about at the performance level? 

Schlosser: That’s a very good 
question because I usually come from it 
through the other way, from the 
classroom. Hmm... 

Outlooks: Well, if I can lead you a 
little: queer theory can’t help but affect 
the way that you look at music as part of 
a larger world, or what’s been written on 
the page. Queer theory, at its roots, is 
Marxist—it demands that you bring the 
means of production and the social and 
economic realities of the world to bear on 
literature and art and gender. If you look 
at what is written on the page differently, 
then that should have some sort of effect 
on the way you perform it. 

Schlosser: I think what’s interesting 
for me is that I wrote my dissertation on 
trying to incorporate queer theory in 
terms of this piece [Rzewski’s]. I think in 
art we always talk about things such as 
total commitment to a piece, and within 
that, and even within academics, there is 
this sense of “self-knowledge”, of 
“knowing yourself’. And,of course, one 
of the things that queer theory does do is 
raise the issue of “do you know 
yourself?”; “do you recognize yourself?” 
And even when we name ourselves as gay 
or lesbian; are we in essence just opening 
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up another closet that we crawl into?-So 
for me, what’s been interesting is this 
sense of always having to put myself on 
the line—putting my emotions out there, 
my identity. That’s just a natural part of 
being a performer. De Profundis is 
explicitly dealing with Oscar Wilde, and 
you can’t get around the fact that this guy 
wrote this letter when he was in prison for 
sodomy. I’ve had to deal with, “What 
does it mean to perform this work here in 
Alberta?” And the first time and place I 
ever performed it was at Augustana, 
which is a Christian University. And it 
was an act of courage, even though the 
text itself doesn’t say “I was imprisoned 


because of sodomy.” Nevertheless, I’m 


dealing with an historical figure who is 
notorious. If anything, I think queer 
theory has called me to go a little bit 
deeper, because as an artist, you don’t 
always have to highlight your sexuality, 
but you do have to be fully present and 
express yourself. And I often say to my 
students, when I perform a Mozart sonata 
it’s like putting on an opera—I have to 
assume a variety of characters. As an 
artist you have to put on persona. So, on 
one level, queer theory can call forth an 
emotional and intellectual honesty and 
also prompt one to perform works like 
this, which I know can be problematic for 
some audiences. I’ve had to think: how 
does one present homosexuality to an 
Alberta audience without again stepping 
into another closet? And even with my

students at Augustana—I teach two 
courses, one on music and gender and 
another where we spend two weeks on 
queer theory—how do I present the lives 
of gay and lesbian composers and artists 
in such a way that it will educate people 
who maybe have never thought about it? 
Because it’s not necessarily homophobia; 
sometimes it’s just that they haven’t even 
thought about it.

NATHAN CUCKOW.

In a world where categorization is so 
merciless, those who defy definition stand 
apart. 

Actor Nathan Cuckow has skillfully 
avoided being pigeonholed, to date, by virtue 
of sheer versatility. He performed as one half 
of a Siamese twin in last season’s Stewart 
Lemoine offering, Joo Tall, Too Thin; as a 
murderously egomaniacal Broadway 
director in Chris Craddock’s The Critic; and 
as a gay priest in love with a transsexual 
private eye in Li'l Orphan Tranny. A search 
for the ultimate exotic experience? 

Or identity breakdown? 

Maybe both. 

The quest for identity has lured Cuckow 
away from his home in Alberta many times. 
He left Calgary to study acting in New York 
City because, he confesses, “I didn’t know 
Edmonton had such an amazing theatrical 
life. I auditioned for a school in L.A. and 


one in New York...both said yes. New York 
seemed like the more exotic experience.” 

Upons graduating from the NYC 
American Musical and Dramatic Academy, 
Cuckow started exploring Europe, falling in 
love with all of it, particularly Spain. “The 
men! Everybody’s beautiful there. No one 
seems to get old,” he enthuses. 

The quest for the exotic leads Cuckow 
towards wildly diverse roles. And 
Edmonton’s new theatre season is no 
exception. 

In Stewart Lemoine’s The Hothouse 
Prince, Cuckow takes another step into the 
exotic with his portrayal of the genderless 
Asian Princess of the Eastern Isles, Xan- 
Xhu. “The role was originally performed by 
a woman,” he says. “Xan-Xhu runs an opium 
den. She entertains the prince; she’s one of 
his learning experiences.” The Hothouse 
Prince opens at The Varscona Theatre on 
November 16. 

In another identity breakdown, the night 
after The Hothouse Prince opens, Cuckow 
will debut his new QUEEr rap side project at 
the Loud ‘N’ Queer Cabaret (November 17 
& 18), alongside the likes of Jeff Haslam, 
Andy Northrup and sizzling drag sensation, 
Paprika. The event, which is being directed 
by Workshop West’s sparkling new artistic 
director Ron Jenkins, is an annual 
celebration of lesbigaytran writing and 
performing. A WW/Guys In Disguise 
coproduction, Loud ‘N’Queer was where 
Cuckow first debuted as a writer. This year, 
he confounds expectations by donning the 
guise of fEMinEM, queer rap brat. 

COCKSUCKAz is inspired by a rap 
recording experiment Cuckow and his buddy 
Chris Fassbender toyed with while hanging 
out in New York. Special Da’-Livery will be 
“breaking boundaries and busting beats,” 
according to Cuckow, with a militant, in- 
your-face delivery that is sure to 
offend/titillate. A sample: 

“you're lyin’ in bed 

with yo’ legs behind yo’ head 

and i'm stickin’ my tongue 
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where all the heteros dread 

and i’m remembering yesterday, 

all the words that you said, 

you said “if i couldnt suck COCK, 

then i'd rather be dead.” 

Anger or amusement? Maybe both. 
Cuckow’s fEMinEM undercuts the pseudo- 
het bragging style that rap exploits and 
skewers it with explicit homo-boy cockiness. 
In a genre where masculinity is the raison 
d’étre, a name like that could get a guy 
pummelled into the urban asphalt. He shrugs 
off the implications, and conversation turns 
to the next gig. 

What’s the inspiration for all of these 
side-projects? 

“T got to Edmonton and just saw 
everybody doing it,” he offers, referring to 
the spirit of entrepreneurial artistic 
independence in this town. “Everybody was 
self-producing. Nobody waited around to 
get hired, they just created their own work.” 
In that spirit, Cuckow and Fassbender are 
producing Suburbia, a tension-filled modern 
tragedy at The New City Suburbs in January. 

In preparing for his role as a racist 
homophobic skinhead in Suburbia, Cuckow 
has been forced to face his own issues with 
the concept of “‘masculinity.”

“It’s affecting my personal life,” he 
reveals. “I’ve been watching typical het- 
male behaviour. So much of it is pure anger. 
There’s no room for any kind of 
sentimentality—it’s viewed as feminine. I 
guess I’m dealing with my own baggage, the 
big question of what it is to be a man.” 

Many of these issues are making their 
way into his solo work as well. Stand Up 
Homo is Cuckow’s one-man show-in- 
progress, which saw its first light at 1998’s 
Loud ‘N’ Queer Cabaret. The author 
describes it as “identity breakdown.” In a 
series of “homologues,” Cuckow explores 
his identity, sexuality and manhood, stand- 
up-comedy-style. 

Not unlike his theatrical hero, Toronto 
performance/writer/superstar Daniel 
Maclvor, Cuckow sees himself, ultimately, 
as independent, self-producing and in charge 
of his own career. The identity may be in 
constant flux, but the mission is 
unwaverings: to challenge oneself 


continually, and accept no limitations. 
Defy definition. 
thrive.

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Rainbows on the airwaves

Television, our window to the world 
according to the powers-that-be, would be 
difficult at any time to describe as 
“altemative.” Its shows are marketed to 
millions of people at once and the melting pot 
smooths all edges, even Tony Soprano’s. 
Still, there’s nothing more heady than 
discovering a new show with a queer on it. 
We run to our sets and watch with great 
excitement in hopes of catching some 
reflection of our lives flash across the small 
screen. 

Which brings me to our new television 
season, and the apparent “gay revolution” 
that’s taking place on TV. This is according 
to the October 6 issue of Entertainment 
Weekly, which stated that “Gays, like blacks 
and single moms before them, are now 
allowed to be every bit as boring (or as smart

or stupid or ruthless or whatever) as anybody 
else on TV.” Hmmm, okay, I’ll give them 
that much: there are boring and stupid gays 
on TV, just as there are boring and stupid 
blacks on TV—but, hey, at least the blacks 
are playing themselves. 

This season’s much-hyped new “gay” 
show, Normal, Ohio, stars Roseanne alum 
John Goodman as William ‘Butch’ Gamble, 
“a beer-drinking, sports-loving Midwesterner 
who also happens to be gay.” I don’t want to 
imply that gay men can’t be beer-drinking, 
sports-loving or even fat, I’m just having 
trouble wrapping my mind around the idea of 
John Goodman as a gay guy. Fred Flintstone 
comes out? Why couldn’t they have cast 
Tom Selleck? I heard he was looking for a 
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new TV show after his success on Friends. 
But while I may be dubious about Normal, 
Ohio, !'m hopeful about its potential (even if 
they had to scrap the first pilot and start over 
again). The show is produced by Bonnie and 
Terry Turner, creators of 3rd Rock From the 
Sun and That ‘70s Show. Interestingly, 
Normal, Ohio also features Joely Fisher 
(Ellen’s straight side-kick) as Butch’s 
(straight) sister. I guess Fisher is working out 
some karma there... The show premiers 
November 1 on Global TV. 

So how do the gay folk we’ve seen (so 
far) on TV this year fare? Will & Grace, the 
Emmy award-winning sit-com, features Eric 
McCormack (straight) as Will, and Sean 
Hayes (don’t ask, it pisses him off) as Jack. 
We all love it don’t we—because it’s gay, it’s 
on network TV and it’s even good. Yes, Jack 
is absolutely over-the-top and I, for one, 
enjoy every single second of him. Is Sean 
Hayes gay? He prefers to be an actor first so 
people will judge the characters he plays and 
not him—what do you think? 

Til reserve my opinion on Bette. I need 
to see a few more episodes to be sure. Bette 
Midler is the quintessential “female” drag- 
queen and her first show on the small screen 
has, thus far, lived up to her campy style. 
While it’s not exactly a “gay” show, she 
knows her audience, and there’s a lot of gay 
humour. However, despite its star power, I 
don’t expect Bette to last more than one 
season—perhaps the Divine Miss M is just 
too big for TV. 

Then there are the second-stringers, the 
gay and lesbian co-stars. Dark Angel, a 
futuristic sci-fi set in Seattle, stars Jessica 
Alba as Max and features Valerie Rae Miller 
as Original Cindy, her radical dyke best- 
friend. Dark Angel was created by James 
Cameron and has the feel of his Zerminator 
movies. It’s bleak, there’s lots of fighting, 
lots of night scenes and a general sense of 
“America undone’. Nonetheless, everyone is 
breathtakingly beautiful and well dressed. 
Hopefully, we’ll catch Original Cindy in bed 
with a fabulous babe before the season’s 
out—but given that she seems to be allotted 
about five minutes per episode, I wouldn’t 
hold my breath. 

As for the returning shows, there’s Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer’s Willow, a perky, 
adolescent witch-dyke (interesting choice), 
and the shy, quiet, excruciatingly handsome 
Jack on Dawson 5 Creek (at age twenty-eight,

- follow. Yes, we are seeing lots of 
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actor Kerr Smith faces a greater challenge 
playing ‘teen’ than gay). The stuffy Carter on 
Spin City is an exercise in anti-camp restraint. 
While they’ve had various gay plot-lines, 
none of these characters lead with their 
sexuality;rather homosexuality is another 
aspect of their lives; an almost invisible one 
at times. I think most of us want to get 
beyond coming out stories, but remember the 
gay boy on My So-Called Life? If you arrived 
at that show while channel surfing, you 
would have known he was gay, without 
extensive dialogue. Perhaps this had 
something to do with the fact that the 
character was played by out-out-out actor 
Wilson Cruz. 

In addition, you can find gay characters 
on Beggar s and Choosers, Sex and the City 
and NYPD Blue. We have (had?) 
the lesbian moms on Friends 
(speaking as a bona fide lesbian Tra 
mom, I’ve yet to meet lesbian al 
moms that pretty and that 
skinny!) and, apparently, Dr. 
Kerry Weaver of ER is going to 
explore a relationship with a 
woman in this season. Let’s face 
it, it was inevitable in TV-land: a 
lame woman who is_ that 
bitchy—she must’ve been a 
dyke for years! 

Hopefully, Ellen DeGeneres 
started more than a trend. While 
her show may have got mired in 
the muck of changing the world, 
she opened doors for others to

Still, it rankles me that actors who are 
homosexual still risk (or feel they do) their 
careers if they come out. Consequently, 
straight actors play gay characters and gay 
actors play straight characters (they’re 
actors—it’s allowed). In the end ,it all comes 
down to image: can the legions of fans still 
love the star when it comes out that he or she 
is queer? For the few who have come out to 
date the answer seems to be yes (although we 
haven’t seen a blockbuster star come out yet). 
Entertainment Weekly is perhaps correct 
when it refers to the “gay TV revolution.” 
However, if these developments in TV-land 
don’t open the doors for actors themselves to 
come out, then what we have is a pretty 
groovy trend. But it’s a little premature to call 
it a revolution.

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No election surprises

Traditionally, governments keep election 
day secret until the prime minister visits the 
governor-general and asks the viceroy to 
dissolve Parliament. Such was not the case 
this year, however: the election call was the 
worst-kept secret in recent political history. 

So indiscreet were the Liberals, in fact, 
that I arrived at work in my small office 
building a full week before the election was 
called, to find a sign at the front door, 
advertising “Liberal—Room 200.” It didn’t 
seem to concern them that their neighbour in 
Room 301 was a newspaper. 

I donned my invisible reporter’s hat and 
strutted into the office, which was a typical 
election headquarters, with strewn 
newspapers all over and dozens of telephones, 
but almost no decor whatsoever. 

The charming personages in the office 
welcomed me warmly, even when they found 
out my profession. Nobody pretended they 
weren’t in full election mode. 

So the election began with a change of 
tradition. Let’s see if it ends that way. 

The Alliance truly has cast off much of 
the visceral disdain people had for it under 
Preston Manning. It’s not so much that people 
didn’t like Presto, I think, but that we couldn’t 
picture him as prime minister. With Cromwell 
Day—love him or hate him or don’t know 
him yet—you could certainly see him as 
prime minister. His articulateness is 
remarkable. He has charisma and, I’ll say it 
again, by the standards of Canadian politics, 
he is a real hottie. 

We might like to think that doesn’t 
matter. But what was Trudeaumania if not 
some variation on those very themes? His 
ideas may be similar to—perhaps even more 
strident than—those of his predecessor 
Manning, but people can at least listen to his 
voice without being reminded of fingers on a 
chalkboard. 

On gay issues, Day has comfortably 
avoided large-scale controversy so far, though 
I’m not sure how. His record on our concerns 
is appalling. But the landscape has changed. 
Recently, I spoke with a very intelligent, 
articulate young gay man who is an Alliance 
supporter because he has great concern about 
Canada’s competitiveness in the international 
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marketplace and the tendency of successful 
Canadians to head south. 

When I questioned him as to how a 
proud, out, gay man could support a candidate 
with a record like Day’s (not to mention some 
of his vocally anti-gay allies), his answer was 
enlightening. 

Canada has passed most of the gay rights 
protections we have demanded. They have 
stopped short of gay marriage, which is 
something that doesn’t matter to the young 
man I was speaking with. So, for him, the 
protections are in place and it’s time to move 
on to other pressing economic topics. 

I could argue with that. In fact, I did. But 
he has just as many votes in this election as I 
do. 

Unless there is a huge groundswell, 
however, it’s hard to imagine where the 
Alliance could pick up enough support to 
form a government. The most optimistic 
scenario for the opposition is that the 
combined parties could keep the Liberals to a 
minority government. Somehow, though, I 
doubt it. 

Still, the conversation I had with the 
Alliance supporter gave me pause. It is a form 
of that sort of post-feminist view that women 
can do anything and nobody can hold them 
down because of the progress they have made. 
That is a double-edged sword. It is a sign of 
strength and confidence. Unless, of course, 
there is a sustained backlash (think Germany, 
1933). 

In the meantime, there is a strange 
wrinkle in the gay rights discussion. The 
federal Liberals have implemented many 
aspects of same-sex benefits and protections 
gay activists have demanded. The cabinet did 
fold, however, at the threat of a backbench 
revolt, and wrote into a bill that marriage is 
defined as the union of a woman and a man. 
After all the progress made on that front, this 
one significant rebuke has led to a slightly 
amusing irony. 

Ask an Alliance candidate what their 
view of gay marriage is, and they will likely 
say, “I agree with the Liberal government’s 
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definition, which is between a man and a 
woman.” It’s a clever way of pointing out that 
the Liberals fell short on that one, while 
dodging their own Ms. Grudyism on the issue. 

Here in British Columbia, we’ll probably 
keep our reputation for political 
entertainment. We’ve got a few of the 
Alliance members who fit the stereotype of 
the Parliament Hillbilly, and we’ve got a 
couple of the MPs who are strong gay-nghts 
advocates. Hedy Fry in Vancouver-Centre 
and—obviously—Svend Robinson in 
Burnaby-Willingdon, are among our greatest 
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allies in Parliament. Both are likely to be re- 
elected, as will our favourite enemies. It 
should be noted that the Liberal party is not 
free of backwoods anti-gay MPs. Most of 
them seem to be from rural Ontario. 

What gays are likely to get from this 
federal election is status quo. It doesn’t seem 
like our issues will be at the top of the agenda, 
so we will probably vote for the candidate 
who offends us the least, as will most other 
Canadians. 

What British Columbians are really 
looking forward to is our impending 
provincial election. Now that is going to be a 
gay-rights blowout. The NDP here has been 
the most activist pro-gay government in this 
country ever. To be cynical, this is partly 
because everytime a gay issue comes up, it 
splits the so-called Liberal party here (which 
is not very liberal at all), a group unaffiliated 
with their federal namesakes and seemingly 
controlled by Tories, Alliance members, 
Socred retreads and a few people who actually 
fit the description. With the B.C. Liberals way 
ahead in the polls, we stand the chance of 
going from the most gay-positive government 
in Canada to one that is deeply divided on 
basic issues of human rights. This will be one 
to watch.

Tricks and Treats: Sex Workers Write 
About Their Clients; Published by the 
Haworth Press. 

When I first encountered Tricks and 
Treats: Sex Workers Write About Their 
Clients, 1 figured it would be a case of 
“fasten your seatbelt—this is going to be a 
bumpy read.” From all outward 


appearances, the book seems to promise the 
reader a journey down the road less 
traveled, though one still traversed by a 
surprising cross-section of people. 

Editor Matt Bernstein Sycamore has 
gone to great lengths to assemble as diverse 
a chorus of voices as possible, within the 
parameters of the sex-trade industry. 
Contributing writers range from actual 
street workers and brothel denizens to more 
peripheral players such as a phone-sex 
operator and a woman who worked in a 
video store that rented porno flicks. 

Broken into sections, the book deals 
with three specific areas: Tricks (fleeting, 
evocative accounts that echo their 
namesake ‘transactions’), Treats (longer 
passages meant to be pondered, even 
savoured), and Tricks And Treats (a 
tension-filled balance of both). 

Jill Nagle’s “Numbers,” an account of 
how the author engaged in a threesome with 
some of L.A.’s finest gay hustlers, is sharp, 
funny and more than just a little bizarre. 
Humour, tempered with some of the 
collection’s truest grit, can also be found in 
the candid “Clocking In,” contributed by an 
individual identified only as ‘Mariah.’ 
Kowalski’s “Joel” boasts a similar tone, if 
perhaps a bit heavier on the pathos. 

One of the book’s clear stand-outs, 
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Carol Queen’s “Toward a Taxonomy of 
Tricks,” reads like a Master’s thesis, so in- 
depth and insightful are its views on the 
world’s oldest profession. 

Oddly, Tricks and Treats’ strength, as a 
well written, unified collection of voices 
and experiences, is also one of its greatest 
weaknesses. The exterior invites the reader 
to “Take a real-life look into the gritty 
world of sex workers!”” However, many of 
the stories that unfold within feel as though 
they’ve been made as glossy as the covers 
that contain them. Several of the writers 
recount their experiences and indignities 
with such dispassionate objectivity that the 
emotions seem neutered, cauterized—a far 
cry from the raw and often uncomfortable 
tone of other, similar books. There’s a 
sense that these diamonds would have been 
better served by maintaining a bit more 
“rough,” a quality that sometimes shines 
more appreciably than well-polished facets. 

A quick glance through the Tricks and 
Treats contributor bios reveals a 
disproportionate number of filmmakers, 
novelists, published writers and people with 
the letters MA and BFA appending their 
names. 

It seems rather odd to point out that a 
book is too well written for its own good, 
and I don’t for one second mean to imply 
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this is a negative thing. What it is, though, 
is a distraction from what were perhaps the 
real stories and emotions, ones that perhaps 
needed an even more ‘casual’ forum in 
which to be heard. That said, Tricks and 
Treats is still a remarkably engaging book, 
honest and enlightening despite a polish 
that can, at times, quite easily be mistaken 
for glibness.

In this election year, discussions 
invariably turn to politics. We can expect to 
hear a lot about this over the next few 
months. One of the issues being discussed 
by those following HIV is the issue of the 
virus and immigration policies. In fact, 
recently, the Canadian government has been 
looking into some very controversial 
legislation. 

On September 21, 2000, PlanetOut 
reported that Canada’s Immigration 
Minister Elinor Caplan has put forward a 
bill to make HIV and hepatitis-B testing 
mandatory for all prospective immigrants— 
and to exclude those who are HIV+ or 
chronic carriers of hepatitis B. Both viruses 
disproportionately affect gay men. 

Reaction was swift, as many felt that 
this sort of blanket ban would be 
discriminatory. They would prefer the 
government make individual decisions 
balancing prospective immigrants’ 
potential contributions against their 
possible health costs or risks. 

However, the government’s plan does 
not stop with immigrants. Caplan is also 
seeking stronger testing rules for those 
visiting Canada for more than six months, 
although she admitted that “We know that it 
is impossible to shrink-wrap our borders.” 

The argument is that HIV+ immigrants 
will put an economic and social burden on 
Canadians. “I believe that the important 
issue here is the health of Canadians,” 
Caplan told reporters, and said her move to 
change immigrant testing requirements was 
inspired by recent outbreaks of malaria and 
an outbreak of tuberculosis earlier this year. 

Health Canada’s Dr. Ronald St. John 
has said that it wasn’t actually known how 
many immigrants are HIV+ under current 
rules, but it was calculated at one per 
thousand, or about 200 per year. On CBC’s 
The National, he estimated that each annual 
group of immigrants and refugees coming 
to Canada would generate thirty-seven new 
HIV infections per year if they were not 
screened. Screening would reduce that 
probability. Another estimate suggested that 
on average, each HIV+ immigrant would 
transmit the virus to at least one Canadian. 
Other experts estimated the lifetime cost of 
treatment for each person with HIV at about 
$200,000CDN. However, PlanetOut was 
quick to point out that a 1995 report by a

The Men’s 
Project is a partnership between AIDS Calgary and The Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Association. 

The Youthxchange Program provides HIV/AIDS education and outreach to 
youth especially street involved youth. Youthxchange workers and volunteers 
undertake outreach in areas where youth hang out, providing vital information on the 
prevention of transmission of HIV. This year, the Youthxchange began an 
educational theatre project as well as printing the first issue of Naked: a ‘zine for and 
by youth, which challenges the myths and stereotypes around HIV and AIDS.

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panel of experts found that heart disease 
among immigrants was actually more 
costly to the Canadian health system. No 
legislation that would exclude candidates 
based on heart disease is in place. 

Canadian AIDS-HIV Legal Network 
spokesperson Ralf Jurgens told The 
Calgary Herald recently that there is no 
public health justification for mandatory 
testing of immigrants, and that this is an 
official position of the United Nations. “We 
don’t test all Cariadians for HIV,” he said. 
“The simple reason for that is that HIV is 
not easily transmissible. It is only 
transmitted through sexual contact or the 
sharing of injection equipment.” 

University of Toronto Public Health 
Specialist Dr. Robert Remis added on The 
National that “We don’t screen for the 
likelihood of developing breast cancer or 
heart disease or any other medical 
condition, so [the legislation] would 
establish a precedent.” 

Some people think that this kind of 
policy could be seen as racist or

homophobic. Due to the high rates of HIV 
infection in African countries, a ban like 
this could effectively keep populations of 
colour out of Canada. Also, due to the 
higher infection rates among gay men in 
parts of the world like Europe, Australia 
and the United States, a policy like this 
could, in effect, keep gay men out of 
Canada. 

This is an issue that is not isolated to 
Canadian politics. New Zealand’s last 
immigration minister was ready to institute 
a similar plan, but it was scrapped under the 
new government after national elections. 
Although there had been a high-profile case 
there of an immigrant male with AIDS who 
had engaged in unprotected sex with a 
series of women, it was pointed out by 
AIDS activists, health professionals and 
human rights groups that New Zealanders 
were much more likely to be infected 
through contact with each other than with 
immigrants. 

Australia has mandatory screening of 
immigrants for HIV but does not 
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necessarily deny entry to those who test 


positive. The U.S. and Singapore have 
mandatory testing not only for potential 
immigrants but also for visitors, and 
routinely exclude people infected with HIV. 
Therefore, it is very difficult for an HIV+ 
person to enter the U.S. for just a visit, 
making visiting family and friend south of 
the border practically impossible without 
lying or hiding one’s HIV status. No 
European country has mandatory AIDS 
testing. 

The Canadian HIV/AIDS Legal 
Network has stated that, “The public 
statements made on September 20, 2000, by 
officials from both Health Canada and 
Citizenship and Immigration Canada have 
portrayed persons living with HIV/AIDS as 
vectors of disease and potential dangers to 
Canadians. They have added to the climate 
of stigma and discrimination that persons 
living with HIV/AIDS already face in 
Canada. In addition, they have heavily 
stigmatized all immigrants, and created the 
misleading public impression that 
HIV/AIDS is a problem that does not 
concern all Canadians, but is an imported 
problem and one that can be addressed by 
exclusion, rather than by sound prevention 
efforts and compassion.”

On the Canadian Alliance website, 
Alliance Immigration Critic Inky Mark says 
the threat of the AIDS virus is nothing new, 
and the government has failed to protect the 
health of all Canadians by not acting 
sooner. In 1994, the Reform Party raised a 
motion in the House to implement this exact 
ban. The Liberal government voted it down. 
According to their own website, The 
Canadian Alliance is very enthusiastic 
about keeping the aforementioned 
individuals out of the country.

after. One’s a gay man. One’s a lesbian. 
One’s an enthusiastic heterosexual and one 
is, well... uncommitted. 

It’s lovely work—witty and often

film Outrageous—has settled into a 
fairly lengthy run, announcing its first 
extension even before it opened. 

It’s slick, often entertaining, fare, 
featuring some knock-out performances 
from Thom Allison in the Russell role 
and Lorretta Bailey as his emotionally- 
troubled room-mate and confidante. 

With music by Joey Miller, the 
evening is a qualified success, but a 
success nonetheless. Allison is so 
effective in a range of female

There was a time for me when cocktail 
hour meant sitting back and enjoying a nice 
dry gin martini or spicy Caesar. This time 
was spent at a local watering hole, lounging 
around with friends on a Friday afternoon, 
laughing at the latest jokes and gossiping 
about who was sleeping with whom. That 
was a time long ago. 

October 17th marked the tenth year 
since I tested positive for HIV. “Cocktail 
hour” is now very different, and I have three 
of them every day. My cocktail now consists 
of two large white capsules (Crixivan), two 
small blue and white capsules (AZT) and a 
white triangular tablet (3Tc). These served 
up, of course, on an empty stomach—no 
eating two hours before or one hour after, 
with a minimum of two litres of water every 
day. 

One of the most important aspects of the 
treatment, for any person living with HIV, is 
compliance to the schedule of taking drugs. 
For me, it is always 7:00 a.m., 3:00 p.m. and 
11:00 p.m.. I have always disliked getting up 
early. The worst cocktail is at 7:00 a.m. each 
moming. Late lunches are my favourite, 
and the most inconvenient cocktail for me is

the one slated for 3:00 p.m., every afternoon. 
Bedtime has always been flexible for me, 
depending on the previous night’s sleep, 
though the toughest cocktail to manage is 
11:00 p.m., every night. 

This regimen has caused changes in my 
day-to-day routine. I get up earlier, eat a 
more balanced diet and am very much aware 
of my body. I don’t eat popcorn or snacks at 
the movies anymore, munch potato chips 
while watching television, ‘do’ late lunches 
or dinners because of the “take on an empty

stomach” requirement. In the silver lining 
department, this is probably a good thing: I 
have lost fifty-five pounds since starting the 
medication, something I had difficulty doing 
pre-regimen. And now, the “real” cocktail 
hours are few and far between. 

I consider myself lucky. This is my first 
cocktail combination. There are people I 
know who are on their fifth or sixth 
combination of any twenty (or more) 
different medications. Sadly, for my friends 
who have died of AIDS in the past few 
months, there were no new combinations. 
Sadder still, people are continuing to become 
infected, and the good medical news—which 
brings hope for me and others—feeds into a 
false sense of security that AIDS is not a 
serious illness, an illness that can still kill 
you. 

HIV is not, and will never be, 
glamourous. What has changed for those of 
us who are already infected is the fact that we 
can live better lives, ones that have been 
extended by a few years. The inevitability of 
a premature death has not changed. Often, it 
can be even worse because the accumulated 
side effects of the cocktails (which give us 
those additional months or years) are added 
to the symptoms of the opportunistic 
infections that lead to death. Death may be 
delayed, but when it comes, it comes 
quickly—and the reality of the image is still 
the same as it was ten years ago. 

My constant fear is that this cocktail will 
fail me, and I nervously wait for laboratory 
results every two months. Generally, regular 
visits to the lab for a series of blood tests are 
a part of the treatment. The people working 
at the lab know my face and are one 
‘constant’ in my life. 

About two weeks after this bi-monthly 
visit, is a trip to my specialist. They like to 
call themselves “HIV Specialists” or 
“Internal Medicine Specialists,” but the 


reality is that they are infectious disease 
specialists. They are a constant reminder of 
the potential of the disease that lays lurking 
in the shadows of your body. Soon, you 
learn the language of HIV: things like viral 
load, cd4/cd8 counts, liver enzymes and all 
of the other items listed on the pages of 
results. 

An increase in my “viral load” shows 
that the drug is failing. Elevated counts of 
my liver function indicates that one of my 
key organs is failing. Side effects—such as 
fatigue, diarrhea, nausea, headaches, 
peripheral nerve damage, fat redistribution 
and organ damage—can go hand-in-hand 
with the benefits of these “wonder drugs.” 
There are many more, depending on your 
gender, age and general health. Always in 
the back of your mind is the question, “What 
might the next cocktail be and what impact 
would it have on my life?” 

As a gay man who contracted HIV from 
unprotected anal intercourse, I have grown to 
expect no sympathy. To the general public 
and to many people in the gay community, I 
still represent the ultimate expression of 
“justified” homophobia. A single, sexually 
active pariah. That is not why I share this. 

This is just a quick view into my day, to 
maybe take away some of the mistaken 
belief that HIV is not as serious as it used to 
be. To talk about the reality of my day, which 
is much easier for me than for most people 
who take these cocktails. Each individual’s 
life is made more complex, depending on the 
recipe of the cocktail and their own 
challenges in daily life, challenges such as 
mental health, addictions and economic 
Status. 

And, by the way, besides cocktail 
hour—which has taken on new meaning— 
dating is an almost indescribable hassle! But 
that’s another issue for another time...

An appetite for living

Perhaps the only thing more distinctive 
than his unmistakable laugh is Renato 
Almeida’s approach to the creation of food. 
Correction: the act of experiencing food. 
Born in Portugal, this chef/caterer/bon vivant 
performs acts of gastronomic alchemy that 
cross international borders and defy mere 
trends. Now in his tenth year as a Calgary 
resident, Almeida is embarking on his latest 
project, “Acqua Verde: a culinary orchestra,” 
which offers full-service social and corporate 
catering to those of discerning taste. Outlooks 
caught up with him recently over a lingering 
lunch on 17th Avenue. 


Outlooks: How did it come to pass that 
you moved to Calgary? 

Almeida: I moved here in the fall of 
1990 from London. I was living in Portugal 
and travelling around in Europe when I 
decided to move to Canada. 

Outlooks: Any reason why you 
specifically chose Calgary? 

Almeida: Well, I was here before and 
made very good friends in two summer visits. 
I liked the lifestyle, the cleanliness of the city, 
the closeness of the mountains and rivers— 
living in nature. Now I understand why 
people take it for granted here; I sometimes 
forget how great it is now that I live here. It’s 
very special. I try to live in a world where 
everything is fluffy and beautiful and special. 
And I think Calgary really stimulates me that 
way. 

Outlooks: Tell me a bit about your 
background in food—were you cooking in 
Portugal? 

Almeida: I finished my chef training in 
Brazil, actually, and took a few courses in 
New York at the Culinary Institute of 
America. I had some connections in Lisbon 
through my friend Bruno. His father was the 
consul of Portugal in France, and that’s how I 
wound up in Portugal for some of my extra 
training. It was a great thing to go back to my 
roots: my mom is Portuguese-Italian and my 
dad is Portuguese-Spanish. Being back in 
Portugal brought back all of these flavours 
and smells and feelings and sensations—all of 
the things that really inspire me. 

Outlooks: Do you find it difficult, then, 
living: in such a different culture here in 
Canada? 

Almeida: Yes, perhaps. But on the other 
hand, I think that Canada is one of the very 
few places left in the world where you can still 
feel how young and fresh the country is. In 
training, if you will. The purity of people’s 
spirits is exciting to me, they seem very open 
to things. 

Outlooks: Do you think that not being 
surrounded by the flavours and smells of, say, 
Portugal or Brazil, you have to dig deeper for 
inspiration? 


Almeida: Yes... actually, some of the 
nostalgia I have kept in my heart—the sight of 
the open market, the fresh fish, the fruit, the 
bread, everybody screaming—that is in my 
memory. I think the influence on people who 
come here from other lands remains strong. I 
had no problems, really, adapting. When I got 
here, I gained a lot of respect for North 
American cuisine. I like the practicality of the 
style, so now I “sew” together traditions and 
memories of my grandmother’s techniques 
with this North American approach. 


Outlooks: How much of what you do is 


sharing your own 
acknowledging trends? 
Almeida: Everything I do is sharing my 
own tastes; it’s a part of me, a chunk of 
myself. I didn’t just find things through my 
own beliefs, though, I had training in 
macrobiotics, classic Japanese, classic 
French. After that, I got very curious about 
the power of food and the healing aspects. 
Why not mix that with the gourmet point of 
view to create something that’s appealing, 
that’s yummy, that’s delightful? This led me 
to explore kosher cuisine, and I think it’s 
fabulous, that respect for the body—not 
polluting your body so your mind can be nice 
and crisp. Sometimes I indulge and eat things 
like lobster, which some people would not 
think is a good thing to put in your body. A 
special treat, here and there, I think is all right. 
I believe that if you eat everything in 
moderation, you can eat anything safely. 
Outlooks: What is your take on “fusion” 
cuisine and the trends associated with it? 
Almeida: Oh, I don’t like that word! I 
think it limits things, makes them a style. It is 
about the name more than the food. My 
inspirations are obviously Portuguese, 
Mediterranean, classic Italian. I just mix 
things together based on my understanding of 
the ingredients and finding the balance in 
them. I always research food properties — 
and this goes back to macrobiotics— getting 
to understand the food’s properties; the 


tastes versus 


limitations and the potential. I’ll mix Italian 
and Oriental; I'll mix African and Brazilian 
with French. Everything. I’m not afraid at all. 
I can make Cuban sushi and, for me, it’s right. 
The energy goes through it and people 
respond. In the home, I think it should be the 
most inspired one in the house doing the 
cooking; it shouldn’t just the left to the 
mother. I often don’t repeat myself in menus 
for clients, because each one is a new 
approach or experience. I don’t know what I 
would call my style. 

Outlooks: Renato? 

Almeida: [Laughs] Okay, Renato! 

Outlooks: When you're involved with a 
party, what do you think the key to successful 
entertaining is? 

Almeida: The most important focus is 
how happy the host or hostess is, and how 
secure they are about things being taken care 
of properly. When they offer to help I say, 
“No, honey, go have a bath, do some 
aromatherapy, soak it up, make yourself 
beautiful. Go away and come back as a guest 
of your own party.” And I don’t want them to 
do anything except dress up and enjoy 
themselves. 

Outlooks: And what about people doing 
it for themselves? 

Almeida: Be prepared, be confident. 
Have everything cleaned and ready a day in 
advance. Have everything done and out of the 
way and, again, relax and have the feeling of 
being a guest at your own party. Don’t 
overwhelm yourself or try to take on more 
than you can handle. 

Outlooks: When you are at home, do you 
eat as exotically as your clients or do you 
sometimes just say, “Screw it—I’m having 
Kraft Dinner!”? 

Almeida: I do have Kraft Dinner, 
sometimes, but I put in Portabello mushrooms 
and drizzle it with truffle oil! [Laughs] 
Accessorize, baby, accessorize! [Laughs] 

Outlooks: If somebody told you that you 
were barred from having anything to do with 
food for the rest of your life, what do you 


think you would do? 

Almeida: Hmmm, I would probably 
focus my attention on healing people. I like to 
see people happy, satisfied with themselves. 
I’m like a grandma that way, I’m never happy 
until everybody is tucked into bed with some 
talcum powder on their bum! [Laughs] 

Outlooks: What can you tell me about 
your latest venture? 

Almeida: Well, I got together with my 
friends Andrew and Christina Brooks—he is 
studying wine right now and she is a fabulous, 
wonderful hostess—and we decided to do 
something on our own. We're calling it 
Acqua Verde, a culinary orchestra and we will 
handle all aspects of catering. We’re probably 
going to develop some sideline products as 
well—sauces, flavoured butters, frozen soups. 
We have a little cookbook on the way, too. So 
far, we have some very interesting clients and 
bookings. It will be full-service catering, but 
no one should come to us expecting 
“standard” anything. We will create 
everything from scratch, to make it all as 
divine as possible: presentation, flavours, 


drinks, flowers—even the way the staff is 
dressed. We want everything we do to make 
people happy.

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Manchester: queer folk-fest

I had only ever heard of Manchester in 
passing, really. Of course, I knew of Queer 
As Folk (and was intimately acquainted 
with the soundtrack) but since it hadn’t yet 
appeared on North American TV, I had no 
idea where it was set. It was thus on a 
whim that I decided to stop there, intrigued 
by a brief note in my guidebook stating that 
it was “Northern England’s Gay Mecca.” 


It was the first warm evening of spring 


and a Friday to boot. I was walking 
through downtown heading for the village 
and it seemed all of Manchester had come 
out for a party. The streets were 
resounding with whoops and cheers and 
laughter. Two young men tried to toss a 
friend into a fountain. Hedonism reigned, 
and it was contagious. I quickened my 
pace. 

Even if the rainbows hadn’t made it 
clear I had finally reached the outskirts of 
the Village, the huge monument erected by 
the city to honour the contributions of the 
Manchester gay and lesbian community 
would have. I was impressed with the 
status that they had clearly earned. From a 
block away you could hear the dull roar of 
jubilant voices that drowned out the sound 
of traffic. I finally stepped into the full 
glory of Canal Street. Every fag, dyke, 
queen and queer in Manchester (and 
probably for miles in every direction) must 
have been out this night, because the crowd 
that thronged the cobblestones for blocks 
could have matched any sporting event. 
Traffic was, needless to say, blocked in 
either direction, and you could barely see 
the street’s namesake canal for the people 
lining its embankment. 


The age range, fashion, lights, 
colours—even the fetishes—were 
overwhelming. I’ve never seen such 
diversity outside of a Pride parade. People 
flowed in and out of the caf-bars that lined 
the street opposite the canal, free from the 
constraints of cover charges and strict 
liquor laws. There was nothing to do but 
step into the current and allow myself to be 
enveloped by feelings of sheer liberation 
and acceptance. 

The weather and time of 
year probably combined to 
make my visit to Canal Street 
somewhat exceptional. But it is 
true that the community in 
Manchester enjoys an amazing 
degree of visibility and 
acceptance. The Village rivals 
the Old Compton Street area of 
Soho in London in size, services 
and quality—even without 
considering that the population 
of Manchester is under 500,000, 
compared to London’s millions. 
Certainly, the impression one 
gets is that Manchester’s community is 
more cohesive. Seeing Manchester now, 
it’s hard to believe that as recently as 1967 
it was still illegal for two men to have sex, 
even in private. 

Manchester also boasts the largest gay 
and lesbian health and community services 
charity in the UK, the Lesbian and Gay 
Foundation, an umbrella organization that 
has now unified a number of already 
existing groups, including Healthy Gay 
Manchester (HGM). Most cities have 
some sort of organization that fulfills the 
function of education and _ health 
protection, but HGM is truly a model of 
excellence. They have pushed everything 
they do one step further. 

Not only do they provide the standard 
STD and AIDS information, but also tips 
on everything from racism in the gay 
community to how to deal with hangovers 
and daily stress. There are guides on how 
to deal with homophobia, and HGM rmns 
street defense sessions throughout the year. 
They provide a two-part guide to safer 
cruising, describing everything from your 
legal rights to a step-by-step description of 
what to do in case of an arrest. And all this 
information is provided in casual 
colloquial English, making it less

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intimidating and more accessible. 

Free condoms are reasonably easy to 
find in most cities. In Manchester, 
however, HGM makes freely available the 
Gay Man’s Safer Sex Pack, an easily 
pocketed sachet with two condoms and a 
packet of lube (recognizing that a leading 
cause of condom breakage is a lack of 
adequate lubrication). 

And perhaps most telling of 
Manchester’s homo-friendly attitudes: no 
more furtive searching online or in GLBT 
guidebooks for local starting points to get 
acquainted with the area. You can find 
HGM’s Lesbian and Gay Guide to Greater 
Manchester at the all the tourist 
information centres. Manchester’s a good 
place to be gay! 

Not found in North America, one of 
the most delightful venues that Britain has 
to offer is the caf-bar. Appropriately 
hyphenated, these establishments live 
double lives, providing the same street with 
very different atmospheres. By day, Canal 
Street is a classic picture of European 
leisure, lined with open-fronted street cafs 
and diners lingering over coffee and late 
lunch. At night, however, the tables and 
chairs disappear and the cafs morph. 


___ HOLLYWOOD SHOWBAR 
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Space is cleared for dance floors, the music 
volume goes up and the spirits start to flow. 
With no cover charge, it’s easy to explore 
up and down the street, checking out the 
unique character of each location. Since 
many are open twenty-four hours, the 
pleasure never really stops. 

The Village has more than its share of 
more familiar clubs, too, and truly enough 
variety to satisfy anyone. Be prepared for 
a huge variation in cover charge, 
everything from around $2CDN to

$15CDN. Many also require membership, 
although sometimes if you mention you’re 
from out of town, they’ll wave the 
membership fee. Application at the door 
is easy and varies in complexity—one 
place even required applicants to sign an 
affidavit confirming their homosexuality! 


CRUZ 101 is the largest gay dance 
club and possibly the model for Queer As 
Folk’s “Babylon.” It boasts two floors and 
five bars and more boys than anyone can 
handle. Guaranteed to be packed later on 
in the night, if you love the sensory 
overload of hundreds of bodies gyrating to 
music that fills your head and bass that 
massages your innards, this is the place to 
be. Black seems to be the uniform of 
choice. 

Lesbi-girls will likely want to check 


out Climax, reportedly the “best women- 
only night club in the UK,” if they make it 
to Manchester (sorry, I can only provide a 
second-hand review—they wouldn’t let me 
in!). 

For something entirely different, I’d 
recommend the Hollywood Showbar, a 
slightly more intimate club with occasional 
live drag entertainment and a silver- 
sequined, drop-dead gorgeous DJ-Queen 
spinning everything from Dolly Parton to 
Britney Spears. 

From piano bars and casual pubs to 
industrial and rave clubs, it’s all there 
within walking distance. Make your first 
stop the tourist bureau, to pick up the 
aforementioned HGM _ guide for a 
comprehensive listing and maps. If you 
time your trip right, you could also take in 
one of the seasonal events: the Manchester 
Gay and Lesbian Mardi Gras, or the 
biannual Gay and Lesbian Intemational 
Arts Festival staged by Queer Up North 
(another Manchester organization). 

You’ve likely heard of the ungodly 
cost of accommodation in the UK and, 
well, I can’t say much to ease your fears 
beyond, “at least it’s not London!” 
Fortunately, Britain has an excellent 
system of youth hostels that are open to any 
age, and they offer everything from single 
to ten-person rooms. The YHA hostel in 
Manchester (right on the edge of 
downtown, about twenty minutes from the 
Village on foot) is touted as one of the best 
in the world and rings in at about $30- 
$40CDN a night. There are a couple of 
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smaller, slightly less expensive hostels not 
quite as conveniently located and the 
University of Manchester lets cheaper 
residence rooms when school’s out. A 
mid-range hotel or B&B runs about $100- 
$120CDN a night. 

Should (for some unimaginable 
reason!) you get bored with the Village, the 
rest of Manchester is also worth checking 
out. It has recently been undergoing a 
renaissance of sorts, as funds have been 
poured into downtown renewal. Deansgate 
offers an international selection of 
restaurants and designer shops; the “Curry 
Mile” in Rusholme serves up the finest of 
Indian cuisine and culture; and the 
obligatory Chinatown provides an 
authentic taste of the Orient. For the best in 
day-time leisure, you won’t want to miss 


Castlefield and its award-winning 
architecture, canal walks and _ local 
festivals. 


Expanding outward, Manchester is but 
a stone’s throw from Liverpool, home of 
the Beatles, and makes a perfect stopping 
point on the way from London to Scotland. 

Whatever your tastes or plans, if 
you’re gay or lesbian, missing Manchester 
would be like going to London and missing 
Big Ben. It’s a must on any British travel 
itinerary.

Hollywood is promising a gay old time 
at the theatres this fall and holiday season, 
with queer characters understandably 
popping up in such films as Christopher 
Guest’s riotous dog spoof Best In Show, 
and John Waters’ movie parody Cecil B. 
Demented. _That’s wholly expected, 
because both have traditionally used gay 
characters in their films. Not so expected, 
recently, were the well-handled gay 
characters in the charming British film 
Billy Elliot, and Michael Douglas’ comedy 
Wonder Boys, in which Tobey Maguire and 
Robert Downey Jr. play lovers. 


But no film this fall, past or present, 
turned the camera on gay lifestyles in the 
same uncompromising and _ uplifting 
manner as The Broken Hearts Club. 

Greg Berlanti’s film about a group of 
‘sisters’ in West Hollywood is poignant, 
insightful and very, very funny. 

Berlanti is a twenty-eight-year-old wiz 
kid and one of the executive producers on 
the hit TV show Dawson’s Creek, which 
has dealt candidly and sensitively with gay 
issues. 


The director says he set out to write a 
gay film that was, “about romance and not 
about sex. I wanted to write a film about 
gay men that was more the way I knew 
them to be, rather than how they have 
tended to be portrayed in films and TV.” 

Berlanti’s film focuses on Dennis 
(Timothy Olyphant), a West Hollywood 
photographer who is approaching his 
twenty-eighth birthday and the group of 
friends who will celebrate it with him. He 
confides to his extended family that he 
can’t remember when he first realized he 
was gay, but he remembers it was when he 
met this close support group that he knew it 
was okay to be so. 

Dennis faces an identity problem 
because his roommate is a handsome actor 
and local stud named Cole, a role played 
by Dean Cain (who starred as TV’s Clark 
Kent/Superman on Lois & Clark and as 
Rick on Beverly Hills 90210). It’s through 
this character that Berlanti explores gay 
men’s obsession with looks. 

Dennis and Cole’s other friends have 
to learn that not everyone is beautiful. 
Some people are just gay and ordinary, and 
often those gay men are the strongest. 

Cain insists he had no _ hesitations 
about playing a gay man. 

“Tt’s a great story that’s well written,” 
he says of his turn at ‘playing gay.’ “In one 
scene I have to kiss another man. I think 
my mom had hesitations with that!” 

Like the other straight actors playing 
gay characters, Cain had to rely on Berlanti 
to let him know if they were getting “too 


“Sometimes we’d get too nelly and 
Greg would just tell us to tone it down,” 
Cain recalls 

The opposite also happened as Zach 
Graff (who plays the ‘workout queen’) 
remembers. 

“Sometimes Greg would tell me to 
‘gayify’ it because I looked like a straight 
guy from the East Village. He’d tell me

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when I needed to turn up my gay volume,” 
he laughs. 

Andrew Keegan (best known for his 
role as an unmarried teen father on Seventh 
Heaven) plays Kevin, the newest member 
of the group, who is struggling to come out 
of the closet. 

“] think the gay community will enjoy 
the fact that there is a quality gay movie for 
all of America to watch and that the 
straight community will better understand 
the lifestyle,” he says. 

The producers of The Broken Hearts 
Club are hoping the same thing. They want 
the film to cross over into the mainstream 
market and not be dumped into gay ghetto 
cinemas. 
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The only character Berlanti wrote with 
an actor in mind was Jack, the older man 
who owns the club that friends frequent. 

He also manages their baseball team 
and acts as a surrogate father. 

Berlanti wrote the character for John 
Mahoney, who plays Marty Crane on TV’s 
multi-Emmy-winning Frasier. Mahoney 
says sexuality was not an issue for him in 
playing Jack. 

“Jack and Marty Crane are both father 
figures,” he says. “They are basically very 
ordinary, no-nonsense people with sense of 
humour, who are able to cut to the quick of 
other people’s problems to help them.” 

There is already a buzz in Hollywood 
that The Broken Hearts Club could nab 
Mahoney an Oscar nomination. 


The Broken Hearts Club is being 
called The Boys in the Band for the new 
millennium. The comparisons are as 
obvious as they are warranted, but the 
characters are far less self-loathing. Gay 
men will be able to see themselves on the 
screen without hating the fact that they do. 

It is also a relief to have a gay film that 
doesn’t feature someone dying of AIDS. 

It has been criticized for being so 
specifically about gay Hollywood, but 
that’s a debatable point. These men exist in 
cities all over North America. Environment 
helps shape their lives and attitudes, to be 
certain, but it’s not what makes them gay or 
dictates their problems and longings. 

The Broken Hearts Club is already 
playing in‘’Vancouver, Toronto and 
Montreal and is scheduled to open in other 
major centres across Canada before the end 
of the year. Also watch out for these gay- 
themed movies: 

Boys Life 3: Another anthology of 
short gay films featuring contributions 
from Barbra Streisand’s son Jason Gould, 
and Michael Landon’s son Chris, both of 
whom are gay

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Trudeau: more than just mania

“Friends, Romans, Countrymen ...” 

Thus did a grieving Justin Trudeau 
summon memories of the most famous eulogy 
in literature and set the stage for his own 
tribute to his late father. Then, having evoked 
Marc Anthony’s tribute to a fallen Julius 
Caesar (as imagined by an old time Brit who 
wrote under the name of William 
Shakespeare), young Justin veered away from 
the text before he got to the real meat of the 
matter. Not that whole bit about “I come to 
bury Caesar, not to praise him ...,” because

frankly, Justin was there to do both—and 
everybody knew it. But few scholars of 
Shakespeare, one suspects, heard those words 
fall from the lips of the grieving son without 
proceeding immediately to: “The evil that men 
do lives after them; the good is oft’ interred 
with their bones.” 

In the days immediately following the 
death of Pierre Elliott Trudeau, it began to look 
as though it was the evil that Trudeau did that 
would be consigned to his tomb, while the 
good would become so vastly over-inflated it 
would eventually obscure the sun. 

Ordinary Canadians were heard to 
speculate that he was perhaps the greatest 
Prime Minister who ever lived—a tribute 
certainly, but a tribute tarnished somewhat, at 
least in my mind, by the certain knowledge 
that the ‘average’ ordinary Canadian is hard 
pressed to name more than two or three Prime 
Ministers and knows next to nothing about 
such giants as Mackenzie King or Laurier. But 
with the rituals of grieving out of the way, 
pundits and average people are starting to sort 
through the debris in an attempt to figure out 
just where Trudeau fits in the overall scheme 
of things. 

Much has been written—and rest assured, 
much more will be written—about the

Trudeau legacy, as each of us strives to bring 
the man and the leader into some sort of 
personal historical perspective. 

As a young man in Alberta, I recall only 
too well his sneering dismissal of Robert 
Stanfield’s suggested wage and price controls, 
only to embrace them several months later, 
when Stanfield had been defeated and Trudeau 
had taken office. I remember his cavalier rape 
of Alberta’s energy industry and, yes, I 
remember that famous finger. Never has a 
single digit expressed so much contempt for so 
many. 

As a young gay man in Alberta, however, 
I remember too, that it was Trudeau who 
introduced the legislation that decriminalized a 
way of loving to which I was born. I remember 
what it meant to hear an elected official 
proclaim that the state had no business in the 
bedrooms of the nation and know that he was 
right. As a mature gay man, however, I cannot 
ignore the fact that Trudeau’s legalization of 
my life style was, in fact, only the first step in 
opening the door to allow us to take our 
rightful place in society. 

For while it was Trudeau’s conviction that 
led to the legalization of homosexuality, it is, 
in fact, his legacy that has led to its legitimacy. 
In framing Canada’s Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, Trudeau created the framework on 
which the Canadian community of gays and 
lesbians have taken our greatest strides 
towards equality. 

To be certain, Trudeau negotiated away 
the inclusion of sexual orientation in the 
original Charter of Rights and Freedoms in 
order to get more provinces to climb aboard, 
but he lived long enough to see the courts read 


it into that charter—something, one suspects, 
he knew would happen all along. So what is 
Trudeau’s legacy, finally? Wage and price 
controls are gone—and will probably never be 
imposed again, as long as there’s anyone alive 
who remembers how completely ineffective 
they were. 

Alberta’s energy industry is flying high, 
and the rest of the province is soaring on its 
coat-tails, and we now live in a world where 
everyone seems to give everyone else the 
finger. In the main, despite Shakespeare’s 
words, Trudeau outlived the evil he did. As for 
the good ...
